Some Time after, Father Don Ste- 
ſar Pepa, one of the moſt famous 

reachers of the Qrder of the Theatins, 
who had ſeveral Congregations under 
his Care; by Means of which, his In- 
fAlnence was great over the People, 
aſſured the Viceroy, in a private Con- 
ference he had with him, that he 
could perceive by the Confeſſions that 
were made to him, that they were 
exaſperated to a very high Degree; 
eſpecially on Account of the Fruit- 
Tax, which ſeem'd to be leyel'd at 
the poor People alone; whereas all 
former Gabels and Impolitions WEre 
equally born by all the ſeyeral Mem- 
hers of the State : He told his Ex-

off all. the Tables, Chairs, Skreens,. and. 
other Moyeables of Value ; and throw- 
ing them out into the Yard, they 8-5

_ and. burnt them to Aſhes. But . y 
| (which was very. remarkable_ in #4 
Heighth of ſuch popular DiſtraQion ). 
they did not fo much as attempt to_en-.

Cardinal Trjvulcio, who lived in that. 
Palace, and was at Home at. the fame. 
_ time, . under the greateſt Apprehenfions

forced to comply,” ahd then the Mob. 
began to uſe. him, civilly, . and with 
ſome Reſpe&.

and others upon their Knees intreated 
him, Moff Excellent Sir, for the Love 
and Paſſien of God, disburden us. of 
theſe heauy Gabels, which prey upon .

The Vits- 
oy anſwered with all imaginable Cai. 
defcenſfion, and gave them his Word

| he did not think himſelf ſafe, ſo: long as 
he was ſurrounded with. ſuch a confuſed | 
and diſorderly Multitude: Therefore, to 
divert the-People, he threw -among them 
ſome Hundred: Sequins of Gold; which 
he had proyided for that Purpoſe, in 
Caſe of Neceſſity. - This Proje& had the 
defigned Effet: For tho' many of them = 
ell not be blinded by the Bait, and 
cried out, that ;they did; not want to be. 
relieved by ſcattering his Money among 
them, | but to be freed. from the Opprei- 
fion of Gabels; yet,” while the greateſt 
Part of them were ſcrambling for the 
Gold, his: Excellency: tepp'd into his 
Coach, and got fafe into the SanQuary 
_ of St. Lewis. And he immediately com=. 
manded all' the Doors of the Church to _, 
be ſhut, as well as of. the Monaſtery that 
belonged to 1t. 
The People that were buſy about the. 
| Money, percetving that the Viceroy had,

Things 'being in this_.Agitation, the 
moſt Eminent Cardinal Filomarino, Arch- 
pilhop of En a uſed all poſlible. Ens' 
deayours 
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deavours to appeaſe the Populace, This, 
moſt Reverend Prelate was always Zeas - 
lous and ative in his Paſtoral Charge, - 
and devoted all his Labours to the .Ser- 
vice of God and the Good of his Church: 

He was ſenſible what Calamitics attend 
upon ſuch Diſorders, and: that Diſcord 
and Sedition among the People, had con- 

tributed more to the Ruin and Deſolation 
of Cities and Kingdoms, than all the 
Stratagems and hoſtile Attempts of fo- 
reign and profeſſed Enemies. And there- 
fore, to prevent the Miferies of Fire and. 
Sword that muſt, neceſſarily enſue, he. 
_ in his Coach to the Monaſtery, and. 
pplied himſelf with great Courteſy. and 
Condeſcenſion to: the Mob, intreating 
them, that they would deſiſt from ſuch. 
violent and. unjuſtifiable Methods, and. 
ſubmit to have their Grieyarices redreſs d 
in a legal Way. They anſwered, but 
reſpeatully enough, that they could not». 
be ſatisfied till the Viceray had deliver'd. 
to them the Inſtrument - they had. de-. 
manded, which was to confirm a Releaſe. 
of all the Taxes, eſpecially thoſe laid. 
upon Corn and. Fruit. His Eminence. 
reptied, that he-would be an Advocate 
for them, and endeayour- to obtain it ; 
And ſo goipg'out of his Cogch, he went- 
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' in Perſon through the thickeſt of the” 
People, who made Way for him, till he 
_ came to another Gate that was in imme- 
diate Danger of being pull d down by 
the Mob. But as foon as they ſaw the 
Archbiſhop, the Heat of their Rage was 
2bated; for they profefied the utmoſt 
Reverence and Veneration for him: Yet 
notwithſtanding, they inſiſted upon a 
 Redrefs of their Grievances, and that the 
Taxes might be aboliſh'd. The Archbiſhop 
promiſed to ufe his Intereſt, and engaged 
to bring them-the Inftrument ſigned and 
ſcaled as they defired. But conſidering, 
that if he left the People, and waited in 
Perſon upon the Viceroy, they might 
return to their former Fury and Diftrac-. 
tion ; he thought it more prudential to 
fend a Meſſenger to his Excellency, with 
an Excuſe that he did not come himſelf;

ſatisfied what it contained, The Coach 
ſtopped im a convenient Place, and the 
Archbiſhop read. out the Charter to the 
People; which was no ſooner done, but 
they cried out one. and all, that they were | 
cheated and impoſed upon; for, that 
Inſtrument ſignified no more, than that 
the Gabel upon Fruit, and ſeven Car- 
lines »pown Wheat were taken of: But 
_ they infifted, that moſt, if not all of 
the other Taxes ſhould be abolijhed ; 
eſpecially thoſe that were impoſed. [imce 
Charles V. The Archbiſhop perceiving 
that no healing Meaſures wood be heard 
while the Mob continued in that Fer- 
ment, delivered the Inſtrument to the 
Head of the People, who was appointed.

(which was terrible to behold) "they 
carried Faggots upon their Backs, and 
Fire and Pitch in their Hands ; and 
forcing the Gates they made a Pile 
and ſet all.on Fire. The Building 
was ſoon conſumed ; but they would 
not ſtir off the Spot till all was re- 
duced to Aſhes. The Prince of Bz- 
ienand. was aſtoniſhed at their Rage; 
= uſed all poſſible Arts to prevent 
this Miſchief. But what can oppoſe 
the Madneſs of an enraged Populace ? 
His Arguments rather increaſed than 
abated- the Diſtraction, This Exploit” 
concluded in the Deſtruftion of vaſt 
Quantities of Corn that was there laid - 
tp; great Sums of Money that be-

Haying glutted themſelves with this 
horrid Spectacle, they drew off; and 
went up to the Piazza of Sf. Lan- 
rence's Church. Hither the Prince of 
Biſignano followed them, tho! with 
no great Succeſs : Yet he continued 


to uſe his Endeavours to reſtore Peace 


to the City : But rhe Torrent was too 
ſtrong to be oppoſed; all Perſuaſion 
was loft, and confounded by the Noiſe 
of the Multitude : whoſe Spirits' were 
too inflamed, to be argued into 'Tem- 
per. They attempted to enter the 
Church, and ſo go into the Cloyſters, 


which was the Way leading to the 
Steeple, where the great Bell hung : 
| But they met with a ſtrong Reſiſtance 


by ſome Banditti within, who had fled 


there for SanQuary : T wo of them 


however fell a Sacrifice to the People' $ 
Rage, and were killed upon the Spot. 
The more ſober Part of the Populace 
by. this Time began to dread the E- 


vent, and to' be in Pain for the Con- © 


ſequences that might follow +: But 
: they

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_. they had no great Adyantage at this 
Time, tho' indeed there were ſome 
'Incendiaries got among them, who ſtill 
kept up their Spirits, and added Fuel 
to the Flames. . Among theſe par- 
ticalarly was a S$zc:/ian, who ſeemed 
to be rather a Devil in human Shape 
| than a Man; and dealt about him; as 
if he had been poſſeſſed by all the 
_ Furies of Hell. It is incredible al- 

moſt, with what Pury and Intrepidity 
this Fellow behaved: He was fore- 
moſt in all Danger ; and was tearing, 
_ and pulling down with the Flames 
raging about his Ears : He was the 
Head of the Rabble; would lead 
them to Aion ; and if they ſhew'd 
any Signs of Fear, he would upbraid 
them with Cowarazce, - and call them' 
a Pack of poor ſpirited Wretches, 
that did not deſerve the Privileges 
they were contending for : And with 
tuch Sort of Harangues, he ſet their 
Blood in a Flame, and: gave them. no * 
Time to cool. But the Juſtice of 
Heaven found this Villain our : For 
he was ſhot dead from the Tower of 
If, Laurence, by a Muſquet-Ball 
which took him full in the Forehead.

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229, remoyed about 2 o'Clock 1n the 
Morning to Caftelnovo, which joyns 
to the Royal Palace by a Bridge that 
paſſes between them. 'The moſt F+, 
minent Cardinal Triv#ultio, with many 
Officers and ſtout Cavaliers went with 
him ; and for his Security, he had a 
good Body of Spaniſh Soldiers for a 
Guard. It was alGrke by wiſe, Men, 
that the Viceroy might have cafily 
ſappreſs'd the Tumults, had he cruſh'd 
-thitk in the Beginning, before they 
were 1ſo impetuous; and even now, 
had he exerted his Authority, and 
put himſelf at' the Head of the King's 
Troops, the Rioters after the firft On- 
ſet, would haye. ſurrend'red, and laid 
down their Arms, But, inſtead of 
proceeding by theſe Meaſures, which 
he thought violent, he took a milder 
Courſe, and thought to win upon 
them, by Ads of Kindneſs and - Po- 
pulariry And therefore, inſtead. of 
falling upon them in an hoſtile Way, 
he contrived to- ſupply the- Populace 
with Bread, which now began to be 
ſcarce and dear; and iſſued out Or- 
ders to be publiſh 'd that Night, that 
on the Morrow-Morning, a Loaf of 
| Bread 
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Bread ſhould weigh 13 Ounces and 
4 Grains; whereas before, it ſcarce 
weil, 22 Ounces; and that the 
Tax upon Fruit Should be utterly 
aboliſhed, .and never be exatfed any 


more. For his better Defence, be 


doubled the Guard upon the Caſtle, _ 
Nox did the Fury of the People 
abate in the leaſt, They were ſatisfied 


with nothing but Fire and Deſola- 
tion. And for that. Purpoſe, they

| Cutlers, and other 'T radeſinen 3 ru 


got together a great Quantity of Swords, 
Muſquets, Bullets, Gun-powder and 
Match : Others broke into the Houſes 


of the Merchants; and the. Arms they 


kept for their Own Security . againſt 
Thieves, were taken away by Violence, 
for the Oe of the moſt faithful 
"People of Naples. And becauſe one 


of the Shop-keepers attempted to make 


Reſiſtance, and refuſed fooliſhly to gra- 
tifp the Rabble; nor only threatening 


= "Meats to the Viceroy, but raſhly 


diſcharging a Mortar-piece. out of the 
Window, whereby one of them was 


killd; the People were ſo incenſed, 


that they immediately clapp'd Fire to 
his Houſe, wherein were many Barrels 
of Guu-powder, and all flew up into 


the Air; which made a dreadful 


Shock, and ftruck a Terror thro' the 


whole City. 87 Perſons. were blown 


up and periſhed; and 44 were miſe- 
rably wounded, and ſcarce eicaped 
with their Lives. .'The Viceroy was 


alarm'd at theſe Proceedings : And to 


prevent ſuch Barbarities for the future, 


he gave poſitive Orders, that all the 


Powder that was hdged in the City 
| Jovntd 
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ſhould be thoroughly wetted. 'The 
People on the other Hand, behaved 
with an itnperious Authority along the 
Streets; and began to range themſclves | 


_ under ſome Order and Diſcipline : They 


reſolyed to have a regular Army ready 


' for their Defence, and with great Ap= 


plication, provided for the Buſineſs of 


_ the next Day. 


The Preparations made by the Rabble 
the Night before, were | SCF noas of 
creat Miſchief and Confuſion on the 
Morrow. Their Vigilance and Induſ- 
try were equal to their Fury and Re-. 


ſentments : They were ſufficiently 


guarded againſt any args ze, by. keeps 
odies all — 
Night, and ſetting Watches in the fuſs 
peated Places of the City. Before 1t 
was clear Day, Maſanzello appearet 
in the great Market-place; and taking 
an Account of the Arms and Ammu- 
nition that was got together, and com=. 
puting how many regular Troops could 
be ſupplicd with them, he divided 
the Rabble into Regiments and Com- 
panies, and diſtributed the Arms. a- 
tnong them. 'The Flower of the Ne- 
W's: Youth liſted voluntarily into 
the 
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the Service, and were eager to be led 
on to Action. And to ſay the Truth, 
Maſanietlo with rodertal Dexterity 
and popular Oratory, had fotm'd them 
fo exaQtly to his Purpoſe, that by a 
| Motion of his Hand, they would have 

cut the Throats of All the Nobility, 
and ſet eyery Houſe in the City on 
Fire. Nothing was to be heard in the 
Streets, but the Noiſe of Drums and 
Trumpets, and the claſhing of Armour: 
The Colours were diſplayed, and now 
it no longer appeared to be a Rabble 
Rout, but a formidable and well or- 


dered. Army, abſolutely at the Com- _ 


mand of their General, and compleatly 
farniſh'd with brutiſh Leal and Bar- 
barity, and all the Principles and In- 
ſtraments of Death and Cruelty. The 
Soldiers march'd with their drawn 
Swords, their Muſquets and Arque- 
bules cock'd, artn'd likewiſe with Lan- 
ces and Targets. And what was more 
ſurprizing, and improved the Terror 
and Afﬀoniſhment of the Goyernment, 
the Country People thronged into the 
Town in great Multitudes, breathing 
nothing but Fire and DeſtruRtion : 


. They came down from all the Villages 
about

about Naples, armed with Plough- 
ſhares; Pitchforks, Spades, Pikes and - 
other Implements; and forming -them- 
ſelves- into -fome Order, they mixed 
themſelves with the Rabble, and were 
principally. concerned in the Calami- 
ties that followed. Nor were - the 
Women, in this general Confuſion, 
wanting in their Zeal : Fot they af 
ſembled in great Nrimbers ; furniſh'd 
with Fire-ſhovels, Tron Tongs, Spits 
and other Family-Inſtruments; ; pro- 


5a teſting, - that' they would loſe their 


Blood in: the common Cauſe, and 
would never ſubmit, 'till their Li- 
berties were ſecured: They vow'd 
they would burn the City, and them- 
febves and Children along with it, 
before they would be Beaſts of Burs- 
den any longer, and bring up their 
Children to be Slaves and Pack-. 
Horſes to a proud and haughty 
Nobility. The very Children too were 
ſeen - with Canes and Sticks .'in their 
Hands, threatening the Nobility, and 
urging their Fathers to Battle. 'The 
common Cry was, . Long live the King 
of Spain; but no more Gabels; let. 
the Taxes periſh and be ſent fo 

Hell, + 
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Hell; to ſupport the dark Kingdom 
of the Devil; and curſed be the 
Raiſers of. them; thoſe Bbc bert, 


thoſe Wolves, who have devoured 


the Bleſb of the innocent Lambs + 

Let them dye, and be tort! Limb 

from Limb : Let us make them 

vomit and diſzorge the Blood my | 
e 


have ſucked : Let us ſqueeze the 
Hell-Heunds to the laſt Drop; thoſe 
inſatiable Leeches, who have drained 
the faithful People of Naples, that 
they are ready to faint : Let theſe 


Waſps. that buzs about us and ſting 


us to Death, be blown up with Gun- 
Powder ; they, who have lived npon 
the Honey of the Bees, and like 


 Drones have plundered the Hive. 


Theſe, and ſuch like, were the 

 Outcries that were in the Mouth of 
the Populace, and rung horribly thro' 
_ all the Streets of Naples, No Man 
was ſafe, either in his Life or Pro- 
perty. 'The Nobility and Gentry were 


in the utmoſt Conſternation. Some of 


them retired to the Country, leſt their 
Wives and. Daughters ſhould be ta« 


viſhed ; and conyeyed away their moſt 


yaluable EffeQs, leſt they ſhould be 


\ 
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plundered... A gitieral Fear and A. 
mazement {64 the moft fober Part 


of the Citizens ; Who, Fenfible of 'the 
Pig, gn an Hget Sopnliee, Mit ul 
their Shops, and ' were force@ to aps 
plaud the Proceefliigs bf the Multiz 
tude, to ſecure theif Gogds 4ht Hottſes 
from Fire. All Biffifiefs ar publick 
Offices were at a Staind. The Arts 
and Scierices languithed : Books were 
negleted : Studies abttidoned : The 
Bar was folitary : The Peclefiaſticks 
ſang Lachrymg : The Law ceaſed: 

Patronages were defi fed : Afvocates 
were dumb : The udpes were fled, 
and the Courts of Juſtice were ſhut. 
nap. The Arlenals only were open ? 
Magazines and Store - Honfes were 
Farched arid. rifled by the Rabble; 
and the whole City was . inflatned 
with martial Fury. Nething was to 
be heard in the Streets biit the rattling 
of Armour, and the fcourinig and firs 
' biſhing of old Muſquets, Pikes and 

ruſty Swords; eyery one inconriging 
his Fellow to ftand to it luftily, 
and threatening the Execution of F77# 
and Sword againft all Oppoſers. 
But the principal Retidezyous 'of 
the People was about the great _ 
| G 
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eM Lavinaro, and Porta No- 
dana, Here they drew up in military 
Order, and formed themſelyes into 
diſtin& Bodies, with proper Officers 
at the Head of. them: And (which 
was a terrible Sight) there were Pers 
ſons diſpoſed between the Ranks, with 
lighted Match and flaming T orches. 
Maſaniello was Generaliſſimo; and 
| he applied himſelf with ſingular Art, 
to provide againſt Extremities; to in- 
ſpire the People with Courage, and 
infuſe Terror among his Enemies. He 
ſent poſitive Orders to the 36 Pre- 
cin&s of the City, Zo arm inſtantly 
for. the . common Defence, #nder the 
ſevere Penalty of firing their Houſes 
about their Ears; which was puncs 
tually executed: And by this Means, 
a great Multitude flock a to him com-. 
 pleatly armed ; ( which added to his 
' Strength). and. Joyn'd in the common 
Rage againſt the Government, His 
was now. to ſecure Anfounlton: L 

and hearing of a Shop-keeper, , w 
had . by. him a Quantity of ny 
pts, he ciyilly ſent to him zo 
buy it; and the Meſſenger carried 
ready Money in his Hand : But the 
F 2 Man 
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"Man refuſing to ſell zt, without Aus 
thority from the Viceroy, Maſanielts 
detach'd a Party from the main Body 
to fire the Houſe. They immediately 
threw lighted Matches in at the Win- 
_ dows, and the Houſe, with 60 People 
that wete within, flew up into the 
Air : So many were deftroyed, for 
their Bodies were numbet'd afterwards; 
the Mob not ſuffering them to be 
| buried for a long Titne. Dreadful was 
the Shock : It tnade a fort of an 
Earthquake all about it ; and the Crack 
was as loud, *as when "the great .Ga- 
lion was blown. up a few Weeks be- 
fore, in the Port of Naples. But 
whether it took Fire, by Accident or- 
by Deſign, is yet unknown. The Loſs ' 
of this Powder made the Rabble the 
more, fufious; and in a great Body, 
they march” d to the King's Magazine, 
that was without the City, thwards Cap 
d? Chino; with a Deſign to ſeize it 
for their own. Uſe, or blow 'it up. 
When they came, they forced 0 ops 
the Doors; but to their great Di 
ons it had been all wetted 
efore, and would not take Fire. This 
Was done by Order of the Viceroy, 


by 
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by Way of Preyention, which raifed 
ike Spirits of the People, to the ut 
moſt Fury and DiſtraQion. | 

. The Viceroy, in the midft of theſe 
Calamities, was not wanting for his 
own Defence and Security. He pro- 
yided for the Worſt: And therefore, 
not depending upon the Strength of 
Caſtelnovo, and a ftrong Guard of 
Spanzards that he took with him; 
he found Means to introduce within 
the Gates, a Reinforcement of 200 
Spaniards more, 1000 Germans and 
1000 [talzans. He ſet a Guard in 
the Street of F; ranciſto X4 averio, to 
the Number of 400. He likewiſe 
ſecured Pizzzafalcone, which lies a= 
boye the Palace, and all the adjacent 
Streets with good Fortifications ; mak= 
ing Ramparts of Faggots; and digging 
another deep Trench round about the 
Old and New Palace; ſo that it was 
impoſſible' for the Rabble to make 
any Attack on that Quarter. His Ex- 
 cellency commanded a great Piece of 
Ordnance, to be planted. at the End 
of every Street, towards the Santgs 
OSpirito, | the Houſes of the Father 
Dominzcans and the Father Mznims ; 
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Another he placed upon the Aſcent 
of Santa Lntia; and two before the 
great Gate, towards the. Middle of the 
new Palace, Theſe and other Precau- 
tions were of great Uſe, in ſecuring 
_ the Streets; and ſeryed to repel the 
Babble, when their Fury urged them 
to make an Attempt upon the Caſtle. 
Maſaniel was no leſs induſttious, 
in managing the People, and providing 
againſt Danger and Extremities, He 
had his Spies in all Quarters of the 
City, and "i neighbouring Villages; 
and having Intelligence by his Scouts, 
that a New Regiment of Germans, 
were coming from Pezzlo to Naples, 


by Order of the Viceroy, he detach'd _ 


a ſtrong Body, well armed, to oppoſe 
their Wy: They met them upon 
the Road, and fir'd briekly upon them. 
The Germans were ſurpriſed at this 
Attack, and made a faint Reſiſtance : 
But ſome of their Men being, killed, 
and finding they were overpowered by 
Numbers, they ſurrendered and laid 
down their Arms. Every Man of them 
was bound; and they were led as 
Priſoners of War into the City. His

His Duty and Loyalty to the Ca- 
tholick King; as well as the Prin- 
ciplcs of Religion, urged him upon 
all poſſible Methods to appeaſe __-_ 
Diſorders ; and. for that Purpoſe; h 
fammoned all the Religious of the 
City, 70 expoſe the Hoſt mn the 
Churches, and to ſupplicate the D1- 
vine Aſſt tance; which was done with 
great Solemnity. "The miraculous Blood; 
and the ſacred Head of S!. Gennarro, 
the glorious Prote&or of Naples, were . 
likewiſe expoſed ; and all Orders went 
in ſolemn Proceſſion up and down the 
City, followed | by Multitudes of all 
Ranks and Conditions; who .indeed, 
for the preſent, ſeemed to ſhew great 
Reſpett to the Fathers, and the. de- 
_ votional Part of the Service, but a- 
bated little of their Violence, when 
| the Proceſſion was over, and the Monks 
and Fryars wete returned to. their 
Cells. 

It was faid before, that the Origi- 
nal Charter was preſerved in the Ar- 
chives of St. Laurence. The Prior 


of a a Reyerend and ' Learned 
Eccles . 
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Ectleſiaſtick, was . deputed by the 
People, to ſearch for it. He appear'd 
among the Rabble on Horſeback ; and 
having been with the Viceroy ſome 
time before, had prevailed to have a. 
Proclamation written in Letters of 
Gold, by which all the Taxes were 
raken - With this Inſtrument in 
his Hand, he rode up and down the 
Streets; publiſhing, That his Excel- 
 fency the Viceroy, had dane them the 
Grace, in the Name of his Catholick 
Majeſty, to put an End to the Ga: 
bels. This News was at firſt receiv'd 
by the People with loud Acclamati- 
ons; and the Prior was ſurrounded 
with an infinite Number of Boys, who 
leap'd and danc'd. about him, crying ; 
Long live the King of Spain, who 
| has aboliſhed the Gabels.. In this - 
Manner, they condued him to the 
Market-place, and they almoſt bore 
his Horſe from the Ground. But their 
Note was ſoon changed, for the Prior; 
conceiving it to - difficult to find | 
the Charter, and aftoniſhed withal at 
the Inſolence of the Multitude, con-. 
veyed himſelf unaccountably out of 
the Crowd, under a Pretence of re- 


G tiring 
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tiring for neceſſary Reafons, and bes 
took himſelf for Santuary, to the 
Church of the Holy Apoſtles. 'The 
People waited fome Time for his Re- 
turn; but when they knew he had. 
giyen them. the Slip, they threaten'd 
him with Death, if ever he fell into 
their Hands, and flew out into the 
utmoſt Rage; for they had great De- 
pendance upon the Wiſdonr and Inte- 
grity of this Churchman, who was a 
| Man of great Hnmanity and Conde- 
ſcenſfion, and of powerful Intereft with 
the Viceroy: | i have heard another 
Account of this Matter, different from 
what IT have here related; which 1s, 
that the Prior went irito the Archives 
of St. Laurence, and brought out a 
Kind of Inftrument in a Sheep's Skin, 
which he declared to be the Or: inal 
' Charter of Charles V. and this Fraud 
| he thought juſtifiable, having no orher 
Deſign, than by all poſſible Devices, 
Zo put an End to the Commotions : 
But the Jealous Populace fuſpe&ted 
fome Contrivance; and therefore, they 
deliver'd. it to fome Gentlemen of the 
Long Robe to be peruſed. The 
Council wete oblig'd to tell the Truth, 
for

for Fear of their Lives; and declaring 


the Inftrument to be A Counterfeit, | 


the Rabble were ſo incenſed, that had 
not the Prior inſtantly fled to Re- 
fuge, he had been torn to Pieces, and 
had met with the ſame Fate that hap- 
pen'd ſome Hours before, to the Prince 
of Monte Sarchio, who innocently 
paſſing through the Mob, wis cruelly 


uſed and murdered, This lacter; in 
my Opinion, ſeems to carry more 


Weight with it than the former. 


By this Time, the Duke of Mata- 


Joni return'd from the Caſtle ; follow'd 
by great Multitudes, who were rather 
Guards than Attendants, and conduQted 
him into the great Market-place. This 
was the general Rendezyous, wherc 
the Heads of the Rabble took up their 
Quarters; and from henge, they ſent 
Diſpatches to all Parts of the City; 


T his Nobleman, it ſeems; had found 
in the Caſtle, an Authentick Copy of 


the Original Charter : ; and Yrs 


the Viceroy, tha? 2t would be uſeful 


for him to carry "it out, he held it 
waving in his Hand, and told the 
People, he had found the Charter 
of their Privileges. The Duke , had 

s  - beer! 
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been inform'd with what had happen'd 
juſt before, to the Prior of Rocella; 
and therefore, not daring to fay it was 
the Original, he declared from his 
Knowledge, that it was a faithful 
and true Copy, and that they ſhould 
ſoon have the Pleaſure of ſeeing the 
Orzgznal; but for the preſent it was 
not to be found. Meafaniello took the 
 Infirument in his Hand, and deliver- 
ing it to fome of the Long Robe for 
Advice, it was read olit aloud, but it 
gave no Satisfaction : The People cry- 
ing out, 4 Cheat, a Cheat, The 
Duke was then in Danger of his Life, 
and received ſeveral Blows upon the 
Head ; but conſidering, that he had 
_ not impoſed upon them, but told them 
the Truth of the Matter, they ſpared 
him, and committed him cloſe Pri- 
toner to the Monaftery of the Car- 
mine; and appointet a famous Ban- 
ditto, called Perrone, to be his Keep- 
er. This Fellow had been cloſe con- 
fined in the ſame Church, but at the 
Beginning of the Tumults, was ſet 
it Liberty by the People: He had 
| formerly | been intimately acquainted 
with the Duke of Matalons, and pity- 
ing, 
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| 
ing his Misfortune, or rather willing 
to get 10,000 Ducats, he undertook _ 
for him. The Rabble were at firſt . DD | 
inexorable;' but at laſt, he fo labour'd | 
the Buſine, that he obtained his 
Releaſe, upon Condition, That be 
would be ready to produce him upon 
Demand, and would ſtake down his 
0WN Life for his Appearance. Thus 
narrowly, did this Nobleman eſcape 
the Fury of the Multitude, and {ſe- 
cured not only his Life, but his Li- 
berty. He return'd to- his Palace 1n 
the City, where he ſtaid about a Day 
or two, and then made the heſt of 
his Way, with his Family and At- 
| fendants, to one of his Seats in the 
_ Country. Sy

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The Rabble having twice been de- 
tuded, by the Prior of Rocella and 
the Duke his Kinſman, and firmly

| Op to the Miniſtry, launched out 
the moſt horrid Anathemas upon the 

whole Nobility and talk'd of nothing 
leſs than ſacrificing them to their Re- 
Fentments. | On the other Hand, the 
Viceroy, fully perſuaded, that no-

unlaytn]” Meaſures of 'the Rabble, 
than this Diviſion between the two 
Parties, rejoiced that his Plot had

So pre- 
vailing was the Viceroys Fear, that the

_ People, that he carried on ſeveral other 
cloſe Negotiations and Intrigues, in or- 
der to raiſe a Jealouſy between them, 
and make a Reconciliation between theſe 
two Orders of the State impraQticable. 
* The bold Fiſherman was adyanced, 
as has been ſaid, to be General of the 
Mob, upon account of his Courage 
_ and natural Bravery. Bat the People, 
at the ſame time, appointed an old 


Prieſt, before-menripned, called Falio 


Genovino, to be always near him, as 
his Privy Councellor. 'This Eccleſia. 
ſtick was a grave ſober Perſon, of great 
Cunning, and of ſingular Skill and Ex- 
perience in Aﬀairs of State : He loved 
to fiſh in troubled Waters, and had 
been impriſoned for ſome time, for at- - 
tempting to raiſe Diſturbarices, and in- 
ra flag 
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flame the Commons againſt the Go 
| vernment. He was made Ele& of the 
People, by the Duke of Ofſuye (in 
the. Year 1620) that he might the 
better concur with that Viceroy, in a 
Conſpiracy which had been concerted 
between them againſt the Nobility. 
But upon the Duke of Ofſuna's Dil- 
grace, -he was carried into Spain, and 
from thence to Otan, where he re. 
mained Priſoner 19 Years. At the 


Beginning of the 'Tumults, he found 


himſelf confin'd in the Priſon of Sz. 
Fames, which was forced open by the 
People, chiefly upon his Account ; 
and by Reaſon of his. good Will and 
Intentions to ſerve them, the People 
promoted him to this great Honour, 
and made him Prime Miniſter. The 
next in Power, was the Banditto Per- 
rone, a Jayl-bird; and by the Coun- 
cel of theſe Two, were tranſacted in 
a great Meaſure, all the Murders and 
Cruelties, the Burnings and Deyaſta- 
tions that followed, in every Part of 
the City. 

Theſe Two Counſellors were to at=- 
tend upon Maſanzello, as a Curb to. 
his ht But inſtead of reſtraining 


him, 
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bim in his Rage, they added Tek 
to the Fire; and he firſt Thing 
they did, after they had enter'd upon 
their Office, was, #0 draw out a Lif 

above 60 Houſes, or rather Pa- 

aces, that belong'd to the Principab 
C mmiſi oners of the Taxes, in Order. 
70. have - them burnt to the Ground. 
The Deſign was approved of by the 
Generaliſſmo, who gave Orders to. 
ſome of his Officers, To make ſtritÞ 
Inquiry after all that were any way 
concerned with the Gabels, who had 
either adviſed, or lent Money upon 
them, and acquir'd Eſtates by farm- 
ng them of the Either,” This 
was called Blood-ſucking, ſqueezing, 
and grinding the People ;, and nothing.

And 
theſe were no empty Threatenings ; 
For the Feople were as good as their 


_Yords, 
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Words, and lighted. Faggots were 
blazing in every Quarter, ready for 
Execution, A great Shew of Diſci- 
plige was kept up in theſe Difor-. 
ers; and in the Midfſt of the Con- 
fuſion, they obſerved the moſt exa& 
Rules of Juſtice and moral Honeſty. 
All was done for the Publick Good, 
and the Deſtruttion of Evil Mini. 
filers; and no private Intereſt was 
| conſidered : For whoever, in the rifling 
of a Houſe, attempted to lay Hold 
upon any Thing, to carry It away for 
his own Uſe, hazarded his Life. One 
poor Fellow was immediately knock'd 
on the Head, for pilfering a {ſmall 
Towel: Another received 50 ſevere 
Laſhes upon the Back, for ſtealing 
the Crupper of a Saddle : : And ma- 
ny, for concealing the moſt trivial 
Things, were hang'd up by the Bxe- 
cutioner, in the publick Market-place, 
at the Command of Mafanzeth ; who 
ſcarce allow'd the Wretches Time to 
lift up their Hands to Heaven, and 
tranſa& their Afﬀairs with their Ghoſtly | 
Fathers. He was an Enemy to bis 
Country, and the Liberties of the 
Feophe who expreſſed the leaſt Ten- 


acre 
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derifels and Compaſſion for theſe Ca- 
lamities; and when Houſes and Goods 
were on Fire, to commitferate the 
Misfortune of the Sufferers, was to 
be reckoned Accomplices, and publick 
Thieves and Robbers. As an Inftance 
of this, an honeſt Man, unadviſedly, 
_ and by 4 natural Compaſſion, lament- 

ing the burning of the Houſe and

Here they found many Bags of 


| Gold and Silver, Jewels, Chains and 


Bracelets of great Value. All was 
thrown out and carried into the pub- 
lick Market-place in Triumph, and 
there hurled without Diſtin&ion in- 
to a huge Fire made. for the Pur- 
poſe, and all conſumed to Aſhes : 
The Rabble of Men, Women, and 

'Chil- 
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Children, dancing about the Pile, with 
loud Outcries and Acclamations, and 
ſaying; Burn them down to a Cin- 
der: Theſe Goods are got out of 
our Hearts Blood; and as they burn, 
fo ought the Sg ouls and Bodies of 
thoſe Blood-ſuckers who own them, 
ro fry in the Fire of Hell. 

This Tragedy being ended, the 
Rabble ran with great Fury, to the 
Houſe of Felix Baſt, which they 
reſolv'd to rifle from the T op to the 
Bottom. 'This Man was olunally of 
a mean Extra& and Occupation ; be- 
ing at firſt, no more than a poor 
Baker, who uſed to carry upon his 
Shoulders, his Bread up and down 
the Strects of Naples : But applying 
himſelf with great Dexterity, to pub- 
lick Buſineſs and dealing in the Funds, 
he acquir'd immenſe Riches. He was 
a great Fayourite of the Viceroy's ;, 
and had built a fine Houſe near the 
' Fpirito Santo, where he liv'd in as 
much Splendor and Magnificence, as 
any Man in the City. The People 
afſembled about the Gates in great 
Multitudes, with lighted Torches in 
theit Hands. They foon made an

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One would think , the ſpilling of 
ſo much Blood, would attone for the 
preateſt Inhumanity, and that the 
People, after having facrific'd ſo many 
Lives to their juſt Reſkitivents would 
have ſtopp'd here and gone no fur- 
ther. But Maſanzello, efteeming his 
Work but half compleated, fo long 
as he had not in his Power, the. 
Duke of Maraloni and Don Pepe 
Caraffa, uſed his utmoſt Endeavours | 
to find out the Place that contained 
them; fully determined, to glut his 
Vengeance with the Death of two 
Brothers, who had conſpircd' againſt 
his Life. To this End, he ordered 
Teveral Companies of Horſe and Foot, 
' to &o in Search of the reſt of the 
Conſpirators, who had fled to leveral 
Churches and Monaſfterics for the 
Benefit of Refuge; but more eſpe- 
cially, in Santa Maria de Ia nova, 
where he was informed, that Don 
Pepe Caraffa, and the Prior of Ro- 
 cella had alſo betaken themſelves, to 
ayoid, if poſſible, the Fury of an In- 
cenſed Populace. 

Juſt as the Companies were diſpoſing

| patched them to St. Efrem, with 
poſitive Orders, 7o bring the Duke 
to him alive or dead. But the: Duke, 
more fortunate, having timely Notice 
of their March by a Spy, made his 
Eſcape in a Friar's Weeds,, and got 
ſafe out of the City, where he took 
Horſe, and made the beſt of his Way 
to Benevento. . 

'The Mob being come to St. Efrem, 
and ſeeing themſelves diſappointed, 
ſent ſeyeral Ways after him, in Hopes 
to overtake him : But their Purſuit 
was in vain; for being well mount- 
ed, he had 'made ſuch Os that

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"they could get no T) ydings of -him. 
fn the mean Time, they fteer their 
Courſe towards the Monaftery of San- 
ta Maria, where Don Pepe Caraffa 
and the Prior of Rocella had retir'd ; 
who, next to the Duke of Mataloni, 
were the principal Objeas of the 
People's Rage and Indrgnation. As 
the blood-thirfty Rabble went in Pur- 
- ſuit of theſe, thy met ſome of the 
Duke's Pages and other Domefticks, 
whoſe ill-ftar'd Fate had brought-1n 
their Way, and whom, without hav- 
ing any Regard to their Innocence 
or their Prayers, they murder'd every 
one upon the Spot, This 'Tragedy 
being ended, with redoubled Speed, 
they continue their March to Santa 
Maria, where the Prior of Rocella, 
who foreſaw the approaching Danger, 
was exhorting his Brother Don Pepe 
to forſake the Convent, and fly with 
him to ſome Place f greater Safety : 
But he, over-ruled” by his hard De- 
ſtiny, and thinking himſelf as ſafe 
there as in any other Place, refuſed 
to go : Wherefore, the Prior ſeeing 
he was reſolved, told him, he wiſh'd 
him @ happy Deliverance; and after 

a ſhort; 
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a ſhort Embrace, with Tears in his 
Eyes, he took his Leaye. Scarce was 

the Prior gone, when the furious 
 Rabble ſurprized the Place; and 
burſting open. the Gates, ruſhed into 
the Monaſtery, ſtripping and exa- 
mining eyery Room and Corner of it. 
one after another. Don Pepe being 
now, tho” too late, ſenſible of the 
Danger that threatened him, betook 
himſelf to the moſt retired Part of 
the Monaſtery, from whence he wrote 
a Letter to the Viceroy, acquainting 


him © with the Straights he was put 


* to, and deſiring his Excellency, to 
& command a Cannon or two to 
* fired without Shot upon the. Mob, 
* only to ſcare them and make them. 
« diſperſe, whilſt he ſhould attempt 
* an Eſcape.” This Letter he de- 
' hvered into the Hands of a Secular 
' Prieft, a Confident of his, promiſing 
him great Reward, «f he could 
but convey ut to the Caſtle. But, 
as 1ll-Luck would haye it, the Prieſt _ 
was ſtopp'a as he was going out, 
and ftrialy ſearched by the Rabble 
who, finding the Letter in one of 
his Shoe), Uiſpatoh'd him upon the

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| Spot and 'went in queſt of Carafe, 
who, they were 'now more certainly 
aNured, was within. This unfortunate ' 
Man, ſeeing himſelf- cloſe purſued,

tefolved to make another Puſh for 
his' Life : And accordingly, having 
firſt. Ghacp ed his Habit, he threw. 
himſelf out of a Back-Window, from 
whence he ſtole into a Houſe hard 
by the Convent, and hid *hwnfſelf 


 _uinder'a Bed. But his Reprieve was 
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but - very ſhort ; for whether he was 
ſeen to go in, or whether (as ſome 
fay and is moſt probable) a Woman 
that dwelt there, diſcovered him to' 
the People in Hopes 'of a Recom- 
pence, he was 'foon found out: by 

the Mob; and dragg'd into the Street; 
| where, after he was coyer'd over with

*Fhe Joy 'of the Rabble was as 
great upon 'this Occaſion, 'as if they:

the Market - place, ( the Body being 
dragg d thro' the Kennels after it ) 
crying as they went along, Thus may 
all thoſe periſh, that are Traitors 
zo the moſt faithful People. The 
Head was preſented to Maſaniells, 
| who, taking 1t into one Hand and 
ſtriking it ſeyeral Times with a Cane | 
which he held in the other, made a 
> each to it, ' wherein he upbraided 
 Caraffa with the Pride and Cruelty 
which he had ſhewn upon ſeveral 
Occaſions, as if he had been Mftill 
living. This ill-tim'd Reproof being 
ended, Maſaniello order'd the Heads 
of all 'the Banditti, that -were taken 
in Sante Maria de Is Nova, and 
56S Monafteries, to be fixed upon 
Poles in the Market-place, with thoſe 
that were expoſed there already : But 
the Head of Caraffa, he commanded 
to be put in an Iron Grate; and, 
together with the Foot that had kick'd 
the Archbiſhop in the Proceflion al- 
ready mentioned, to be nailed to a 
Poſt eretted for that Purpoſe, with=- 
ut the Gate of vt.

Nobles were equally ſtruck = Fear 
and Horror, at the Thought of it : 
They knew not what to "think, Or 
what expe, after ſuch a Terrible 
Example had been made of one of 
their Order, who at other Times, uſed 


to make the whole City, nay, the 


very Kingdom tremble 'at his Name ; 
And what increaſed their Apprehen+ 
ſions till the more, was, that fince - 


| the Diſcovery of the Banditti's Plot,.

the better Sort of Citizens, who as 
yet, had had na Hand in the Tu- 
mult, now riſe in Arms, and joyned 
themſelves to the Rabble. The Vice- 


_ roy, indeed, put a more fayourable 
Ky Conz 
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Conſtruction upon this 'Event; and 
was eyen of Opinion, that the Con- 
fequence would infallibly turn to the 
Advantage of Spain. He fancied the 
People were ſo wholly taken up in 
wreaking their Hatred and their Rage 
upon the Nobility, that they would 
of courſe, drop their firſt Deſign, and 
make no farther Incroachments upon 
the Sovereign Authority; and that 
the Rupture, which the Death of Don 
Pepe Caraffa, would certainly occa- 
ſion between the Nobles and the 
Commons, would reduce them to the 
Neceflity of chuſing the King of Span 
for Umpire of their Difference ; who 
had been heretofore equally the An 
verſion of both theſe Orders of the 
State. From all which, he concluded, 
That, in Caſe one of the Fattions 
ſhould! declare itſelf againſt the King 
of Spain, the other. in Oppoſition, 
would ftick by him; and therefore 
he could not loſe the Whole, ſo long 
as one Half ſhould be on his Side. 
Whilſt the Viceroy was making 
theſe political Refledions, Maſanzello, 
from his 'Tribunal 1n the Market- 
place, uyion'd with Heads and hots 

at * 
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®  Carcaſes, was thundering againſt the 
N obility: And not fatisfied with the 
Death of Caraffa, he iflned out a 
Proclamation, whereby he declare 1 
. the Duke of Mataloni, an Enemy ta 
the moſt faithful People ; promiſin ng | 
a Reward of 30,000 Crowns, wit 
the Ranſom of 150 Outlaws, for the 
apprehending of him. As the Fiſher- 
man was grown very diffident and 
ſuſpicious ſince the Diſcovery of the 
_ Conſpiracy againſt his Perſon, A made 
no Scruple to believe, that, it had 
been contriv'd by, or at leaſt, carried 
on with the Conſent and Approbation 
of the Viceroy ; and therefore he deter=, 


| min'd to reduce him to ſuch Straights, 


as ſhould at once. revenge him, and 
force the Viceroy to accept of what-; 
ever Conditions he ſhould think fit 
to impoſe upon him; taking, at the 
ſame Time, all poſſible Precautions, 
to ſcreen himſelf from the Reſentment 
and Artifices of the Nobility, againſt 
which, he thought he could not toa 
well fortify himſelf. To this End, he 
publiſh'd an Order, probibiteng- up+, 
on Pain of Death and Firing, all 
Ferſons zo convey, or carſe. ta be, 
| con« 
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copveyed, any Proviſion or Vifttnals 
of any Kind whatſoever, into ' _ 
Caſtle, where the Viceroy was in a 
Manner pent up, with the Dutcheſs 
his Wife, the Collateral Councit 'and 
the Council of State, and the 'greateſt 
Part of the Nobility and Gentry of 
the Kingdom : And, as if he in- 
tended to make them periſh with 
Thirſt as well as Hunger, he cauſed 
all the Aquedu&s to be cut off, that 
uſed to ſerve for the Conveyance of 
Water to the Caſtle. To this Order 
he added ſeyeral others, Ong 
upon Pain of Death "and birt , 
That all the Nobles who wwere in the 
City, fhonld deliver np their Arms 
Pa the Hands of certain Officers 
appointed for that Purpoſe : That 
the City- Gares ſhould be- all ſhut 
up, and no-body ſuffered to paſs or 
re- paſs, without a ſpecial Order 
from the General : That' diligent 
Search ſhould be made after ® the 
Banditti who were concealed in Na-. 
ples: And, That, mm Order to pre- 
vent them from making any Attempt 
mm the Night-time, great Piles of 
Faggots and Stubble Frould be burut 

#1h 
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in all the Streets and publick Places + 
That all the Windows throughout 
the City and Suburbs, ſhould be it- 
 duminated; and the People be %p in 
Arms. als 
' All theſe Orders were as punctus 
ally and as diligently executed, as the 
Great Sultan's Commands are in Cons 
ftantinople. The Blood of Carafe 
had fo ſtrongly cemented the Fiſher- 
man's \ Authority, that commanding 
and being obeyed;, was to him but 
one and the ſame Thing : For, what 
the People did ont of Love to their 
Chief, the Nobles did it thro' Fear 
of him. $0 that almoft in an Inſtant, 
all the Houſes in Naples, as well 
thoſe of Noblemen as others, put 
Lights in their Windows : Whole Loads 
of Timber, and other combuſtible 
| Materials, were piled up and ſet on 
Fire 1n every Street and Comer; and 
the Night was ſoon changed 1nto 
' bright Day. The other Orders were 
all obeyed with equal Exa&neſs and 
Celerity. But nothing more eyident= 
ly diſcovers, how much Deference was 
paid to the Commands of Maſanis 
- eflo, than the Strietnels with which 
another 
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another Order of his was univerſally 
complied with, #njoynmg under @ ſex 
were Penalty, all. Perſons of what 
Conditzon or Degnity ſoever, t0 walk 
7x. Cuerpo, or. without Upper-Gar- 
ments; for Fear any diſguiſed, or 
fauſpetted Perſons, ſhould conceal any 
Arms under them. ' This. Order was 
no ſooner publiſhed, but Men of all 
Profeſſions, 'as well Laicks as Eccles 
fraſticks, fach as Gentlemen of the 
Long Robe, Magiſtrates, Priefts, Judges, 
Biſhops, Cannons and Dighitarics of 
the Cathedral Churches, all appeared 
in the Streets in this ridiculous and 
indecent Manner. Nay, the very 
\ Purple of the Cardinals 77ev4/fz0 and 
Filomarino, was obliged to ſubmit it 
ſelf to the Ordinance of a Retailer of 
Fiſh. I had almoſt forgot, that the 
Women too were injoyn'd by this 
Order, to wear no Tails to their 
Gowns, nor appear abroad without 
having their Petticoats tucked up a- 
bove their Knees; it having been dif= 
covered, that ſeyeral Men had dif- | 
guiſed themſelves in Women's Appa- 
rel, for the more ſecret as

the Iſſue of this Grand Aﬀair.,

But his Excellency, wil- 
ling to give them ftill a more au- 
theatick Teſtimony of the Sincetity of 
his Intentions, ifſued out an Order, 
 Fommanding upon Pam of Death all 
the Banditti that were in the City 
und Suburbs, to depart inſtantly;

their Habitations. 

Thus, the Treaty, which had been 
interrupted by fo many different and 
unlucky Accidents, was now in a fair 
Way of being brought to a Conclu- 
ſion, thro* the Archbiſhop's Care, or 
rather, the Subtilt alt Craft of 
Genovino. 'This I” Fox, who, tho! 
a ſworn Enemy to the Government,

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© Ames, wayered almoſt as ſoon as 
he engaged himſelf in the Sedition : 
Fo or, whether. like moſt Heads of Facs 
| tions, he joyn'd himſelf to the Male- | 
contents, only in Hopes of growing 
rich with the Spoils of the *State; or; 
whether he id. not think it ſafe, to 
rely upon the Aﬀe&ion of an incon> 
ſtant Rabble; he had not been long 
near Mafaniello s Perſon, as his Coun- 
ſellor, before he liſtened to the ie- 
eret Promiſes the Viceroy miade him 
of Favour and Preferment. The 
Viceroy having made fure of him; 
he carried on his Intereſts with the 
eater Efficacy, inaſmuch as he had 
always profeſſed an inyeterate Ayer- 
ſion to the. Spaniards; : and haying, 
according . to. the ' Inſtructions giver 
him by the Duke of A4rcos, fonietited 
the Mihodertarding between the 
Nobles .and the Cominions, he. now 
managed with great Art arid Dexte- 
rity, the 'Treaty of Accommodation iti 
Fayour of the Spaniſh Court: But

'The Galleys of Naples be- 
ing deſcricd at the Peak of © Pofih 
ro which is at no great Diſtance 
from the City, the Pevple immediately 
took the Alarm, ſuſpe&ing they were 
freighted with Troops, and had been 
ſent for on.

But, the Archbiſhop being informed

This emphatical and farcaftick 
Speech. being ended, and the Arch- 

biſhop having, ft "Maſanieil s Re 
gueſt, given his Bleſſing to the People; 
the General commanded them under 
Pain of Diſobedience, to follow him 
no further; and then went into the 
Palace with the Archbiſhop, Genovi- 
no, Arpaja and Mateo d' Amalphi his 
Brother. His Excellency, the Vice-. 
roy, ſtood ready at the Stairs« Head 
to receive them; As ſoon as Ma/a- 
_tello ſaw him, he threw himſelf ar 
his Feet, and having kiſſed them, and 
thanked 'his Excellency in the Name 
of all the People, for his gracious Ap- 
probation of *he Treaty, "he told him, 
he was come thither 70 receive what- 
| foever Sentence bis Excellency ſhould 
think fit to paſs upon him. Bur the 
Viceroy, raiſing him up and embra« 
M > _ cing 
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cing him, anſwer'd, that he was very 
glad to fee him, and was fo far from 
thinking he was criminal, that he 
would give him daily Proofs of his 
Favour and Efteem. To this, Maſa- 
_ wells replied, that God was his Wit- 
neſs, that the only Scope, and End 
of all his Deſcens, was the Service 
of the King and of his Excellency : 
 Afﬀeer which, the Viceroy, the Arch« 
biſhop and Maſaniello, retired = 
three, into a priyate Apartment, 
order to conſult together upon he 
preſent Poſture of Aﬀairs. 
During this Conference, there hap- 
pen'd an Incident, which ſufficiently 
gave the Spaniards to underſtand, 
how much the People eftcemed Ma- 
faniello, and how anxious they were 
for his Safety.

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The Viceroy, having conſidered 
with! no ſmall Surprize, this Kind of 
a. Miracle, renewed the Conference 
with the Archbiſhop and Maſanzello 
wherein it was reſolved, That the 
Capitutations, that had- been ſigned 
by. the Viceroy and the Collateral 
Council and the Council of State, 
Hhould be forthwith printed, and that 
ou the Saturday following, they ſhoul4 
be again read publickly in the Ca- 
thedral-Church. After which his Ex-.

Whether theſe laſt Words were ſeri- 
oufly ſpoken by the Viceroy, or only 
by Way of Compliment, 'tis certain, 
Maſanietlo interpreted them 1o much 
to his Advantage, that from that Mo- 
ment to the laſt of his Life, he aQ&- 
ed, and in all Reſpe&s govern'd, as 
if he had been King of Naptes ; ; 
ſettling, and deciding, of his own 
_ private Authority, all Matters both 
Civil and Military. But the Viceroy 
did not diſmiſs Mafanzetho, without 
conferrirg upon him ſome more ſub= 
_ Rantial Marks of his FPavyour, than 
Compliments and fair Speeches only :; 
For, he made him a Preſent of a 
Golden Chain, which indeed he ſe- 
veral times. refuſed : but, at the 
Archbiſhop's carneft Sollicitation at 
length accepting of it, he was, at 
the ſame time, by his Excellency, 
created Duke of St. George. The 
Viceroy accompanied this great Ho- 
nour, with many Careſſes, which pro+ 
bably were meant only to amuſe Ma. 
fanzello, who, after having kiſſed 
the Viceroy" S Knee and taken his Leave,

der. 'This renowned General of the 
Thebans, being on the Point of giy-. 
ing Battle to the Greeks, was by the 
Oracle 'adviſed 70_ defer the Engage- 
ment, becauſe the Stars portended an 
entire Defeat of his Army, and on 
the contrary, 'promiſed a ſurceſ5ful 
Event to his Enemies, But Epa- 
minondas, whoſe Wiſdom equal'd his 
Courage, bethought himſelf of an 
ingenious Device, by which he ad- 
. vanced his Glory in Spite of the ma- 
lignant Influence of the Stars. The 
Stratagem was this: He writ in a 
Pair of Tablets, 1 you obey your 
Leaders, the Oracle declares you 
DH, ;Horious ; : and in other Tablets he 
writ, If you obey not vour Leaders, 
the "Oracle denounces " Deſtrufion ; ; 
and then cauſed theſe Oracles' to be

While Ma/ſanzello was iſſuing out 
Orders, hearing of Complaints, re-_ 
ceiving Petitions, and paſſing Decrees, 
Information was given him by his A- 
rents, that they Lad taken a belucca 
with ſix Marimers aboard, and four 
ſhort Coats compleatly armed, upon 
one of whom they had found a large 
Pacquet of Letters; that they bad 
gound them, and came to know his 
Pleaſure, how they ſhould diſpoſe of 
the Priſoners. The General order'd 
them #0 be brought before him; which 
| being accordingly done, and the Let- 
ters opened, it appeared they were 
ſent from the Duke of Matalonzi ro. 
his Secxctary : But, nothing could be 
gathered from them, becauſe they 
were Written in a myſterious and un- 
intelligible Manner : Maſanzello there- 
fore commanded Zthe ſhort Coats to 
be dragged to the Rack, in Hopes 
that Torments might force them to 
@ Diſcovery. But whether they were 
ignorant of any Deſign, or would not 
diſcloſe what they knew, they ſuffer'd 
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long the Torture, after which, they 
had their Heads taken off. and fix*'d 
upon Poles, for an Example, to de- 
ter others froni bringing Meſſages 
from 'the declared Enemies of the 
Common-wealth. The fix Marines 
were alſo ftrifly examined; but their 
Innocence appearing evidently by the 
Ingenuity of their Anſwers, they were 
acquitted and ſet at Liberty.

him in the Perſons of his Friends or 
Domeſticks: Whereupon ſevetal of 
them. being apprehended and ,brought 
before him, he cauſed them to be 
tortuired, in order to make them re- 
veal whetc the Duke was, or where 
he had .conceal'd his Goods : Among 
theſe, a Slave of the Duke's being 
taken as he was leading a Couple br 
fine Horſes, to fave his Life, declar'd;

furious Rabble chancing to find his 
PiQure, after they had firangely 
mangled and disfigured it, Maſanz- 
ello himſelf hung it upon ' the fame 
Poſt to which the Head and Foot of 
Don Pepe Caraffa were faſtened , 
putting this Inſcription in large Let- 
ters underneath : 


THIS IS THE DUKE OF 
MATALONI, REBEL TO 
HIS MAJESTY, AND 
TRAITOR TO THE MOST 
FAITHFUL PEOPLE. 


Thee Thing very remarkable in this 

Event, and which ,by many has been 
look d upon as a Judgment of God, 
is, that .the Poſt on which' were ſuſ- 
pended the Head of Caraffa, and 

the Effigies of the Duke of Maralonz, 

was erected upon the very Spot where 
_ the innocent and unfortunate Prince 
of Sauza had, at the Inſtigation of 

theſe two Brothers, been beheaded, 

Purs 
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purſuant to the Sentence paſſed upoh 
him by the Duke of Medina de las 
Torres, then Viceroy of Naples. 

While Maſanzello was thus wreak- 
ing his Rage, not only upon the Dyke 
of Matalont, but upon ſeveral other 
rich Perfons, whoſe Houſes were by 
his Command either burnt or demo- 
liſh'd, the Viceroy who faw himſelf 
quite deſtitute of Proviſions in Caſtel- 
300, ſent him a Meſſenger to acquaint 
him with his Neceſlities, and zo de/iFe 


- him to ſend him ſome Relief. Mas 


-ſantello readily conſented, and ſent 
him fifty Men heavy loaden with all 
Sorts of Proviſions : And to ſhew 
himſelf till more complaiſant to. the 
Spaniards, he ordered great Store bf 
Victuals, as well as a Supply of Mo- 
ney to be given to Doria the Ad- | 
 miral, who, notwithſtanding his re- 
peated Inſtances to Maſanzello, could 
neyer obtain Leave for himſelf or any 
of his Men to come aſhore. 
By this Time, the Fiſherman of A- 
malphi grown inſolent with Succeſs 
and Power, expe&ed Obſervance frotn 
every Body, cyen the Pririces of the 
Ctuirch; and therefore he ſent a Meſs 
ſage 
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age to the Viceroy, intimating, that he 
olaed yery much he had not ſeen 
Cardinal Trivultio all this while; 
'The Cardinal, who had an A part- 
ment in the Viceroy's Palace; being ad- 
viſed by his Excellency : and the Arch- 
biſhop, to . viſit Maſanzello, who 0 
ther wiſe might. be apt to take Excep- 
tion, and perhaps affront his Lord-" 
ſhip, went in his Coach to the Mar- 
ket-place, where he ſaluted the. bares: 
footed Fiſherman with the Title af 
moſt Tlluftrions; to which Maſaniet: 
ho replying, ſaid, This V iſit from your 
Eminence ; tho indeed zt be ſome- 
thing of the lateſt, 1s never theleſ? 
very, dear to me, The Standers-by 
could ſcarce forbear laughing at his 
Words ; and ſome of them were eyen 
offended, | to, ſee a Fellow extra&ed 
out of the Dirt, arrogate as much State 
as if he had been the greateſt Prince 
in Chriſtendom. His Eminence, after 
A ſhort Viſit, took his leave, and Mas 
ſanzello ordered two Files of Muſgue- 
 teers to conduct him to the CaRlc. 
| But, before he could well get there,

The great Day at length appeared, 
in which the Inhabitants of Naples

Capitulations ; the Ceremony of which, 
was to be performed | in the Cathedral 


Church. Maſaniello having ſpent all 
the Morning in hearing Canfes, re- 


dreſſing Grievances, and making : ſeve- 
ral Regulations relating to: Afﬀairs both 
Civil and ' Military, the Viceroy, im- 
mediately after Dinner, ſent him a

Hand, and the latter the Articles of 
Capitalation.. Next after theſe came 
Fulio Genovino and Ciccio Arpaga,' the 
Ele& of the People; followed by an 
incredible Multitude of People, which 
thickened from Street to Street, by 
ether Numbers that joyn'd them as 
they went along. They came to. the 
Palace, where Maſaniello having met 
with a moſt courteous Reception frond

ftrates of the Kingdom, who, in great 
Pomp and Order; went together to the 
Cathedral.

And being entered and ſeated eyery 
one, dine to his Rank and De- 
gree of Precedence, the Capitulations 
were read, aloud by Donato Coppola

But, as ſoon 4s the Oath had been 


adminiftred, and Te Deum ſung by 
, an Excellent Chorus, he made a Ha- 


rangue, wherein he addreſſed himſelf 
ſometimes to the Viceroy and ſome- 


times tothe Multitude; confounding iec- 
 veral good Things with many ſenſeleſs 
and impertinent ones, which the Pride 
of having ſucceſsfully brought about 
to great a Deſign, made hini utter 


with a dedl of Boldneſs and Freedom 
of Speech: Having finiſhed his Dif- 
courſe, he began to tear in Pieces the 

rich Dreſs he had on, and defired the 
Archbiſhop and the Viceroy to help 
him off wich it, ſaying, That as he had 
only put it on ; for the Honour of the 


Cere= 
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Ceremony, it was now become uſeleſs 
fence that was ended; that for his 
Part, he had done all be had to ao, 
and would now return to his Hook 
and Line. This Proceeding ſeems to 
have been a Prelude to the Madneſs 
which not long after poſſeſſed him. 
However, being made to underſtand, 
that it would be very maecent to 

rip in the Church, and in the Sight 
of fo many Per ſons, he went out with 
the Viceroy, who, with all the No- 
bility and Gentry that attended him, 
made a Proceſſion through the moſt 
publick Streets of the City, and then 
returned to the Caſtle, where he was. 
faluted by ſeyeral Peals off Ordnance. 
Maſaniello having taken his leave of 
the Viceroy, went back to his Houſe 
in the Market-place, through all the 
Acclamations and Bleflings that were 
due from the People to the great Re- 
Korer of their Privileges. 

Thus ended that happy Day, which 
crown'd all Naples with Joy, and put 
a new Face upon the whole City.

But, Mafaniello, who from the ſe- 
yenth Day of Fuly to the Sunday \ol- 
lowing, had behaved himſelf with fo 
much Wiſdom and Kingly Authority, 

to the great Surprize of every Body, 
TreW. deli-us all on a ſudden. Hig | 
Madneſs firſt appeared, by the ' Man- 
| ner in which he treated the moſt 11- 
tuſtrious Caraffells, Archbiſhop of 6ax- 
ta Severina. ' This Prelate having 
Occaſion, to repair to his Archbiſhop- 
rick, and there being an Order, ſtill 
in Force, forbidding any Body to go 
out of the City, without a Licence 
firſt obtained from Maſaniello, he 
went'to his Honſe-in order to get one. 
What <wouldſt thou have, my fine 
Lord, ſaid the Fiſherman as ſoon as

Thouſand Duccats : She was magni=- 


ficently drels'd, and had about her a 
vaſt Quantity of rich Jewels that had 


been preſented to her by her Excellency. 


The Vice-Queen gave her a moſt ho- 


nourable Reception; and haying treat- 


ed her very ſplendidly, and put upon 


her Finger a Ring of great Value, ſhe_ 


returned home very well pleaſed, with 
her Husband's Mother, and his two 
Siſters, who had accompanied her in 
this Viſit.

table Number of Citizens met- in the 
Piazza of St..

« way from Maſaniello, and That he 
ec ſhould be confin'd in a ſtrong Hold 
& for the Remainder of his Days : ” 
But no-body could find in his Heart, to 
take away _ Life of him who had 
reſtor'd the Publick Liberty, and free'd 
his Country. _ 
\_ But theſe Reſolutions were not 
: powerful enough to remove the Vice- 
roys Fears; and. tho' he fancied he 
ſaw. Maſaniello void of Power, and 
faſt bound in Chains, yet, cyen in this 
Light, he could | not confider him 
without trembling : He therefote re- 
ſolved not to reje& the. Propoſal that 
was made him by Mzchet Angelo Ar- 
dizonne, who — fo — away 
With hin at the Hazard of  zs own 
: Ry; 
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Life ; and the better to incourage 
him to put in Execution this hardy 
Undertaking , the Viceroy promiſed 
him among other Things, a Reward 
Loh Ten Thouſatid Crowns.
